William Bross Lloyd spent last night 
in Joliet. 
| At 10:45 o’clock the millionaire com- 
munist surrendered himself to Deputy 

Sheriff Robert Burns at the doors of the 

prison to begin serving a sentence of 
| from one to five years for violation of 
the state espionage law. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Lloyd had com- 
municated with the prison authorities 
through his attorney, Wiliam A. Cun. 
nea, who requested the deputy sheriff 
from Chicago to take his stand at the 
prison portal exactly at 10:45 o'clock. 

Mr. Lloyd, in his automobile, accom. 
panied by his wife and Mrs. Robert 
Wilson, wife of the supervisor of pa 
roles at Joliet, and her son, were met a 
block from the prison gates by another 
car carrying Attorney Cunnea. 


Takes Leave of Wife. 


After a moment of parting from his 
wife in the shadow of the penitentiary 
walls, Lloyd turned toward the doors. 
Mrs. Lloyd took the separation bravely, 
hiding her tears to bid her husband 
good-by with a smile. 

With Mrs. Wilson, Lloyd walked 
imperturbably around the walls, while 
Attorney Cunnea took charge of the 
two automobiles which drove up to 
the gates at the moment Lloyd sur- 
rendered himself. 


Smiles ut Deputy Sheriff. 


Approaching the portal, Lloyd ‘smiled 
amiably at the deputy sheriff and the 
surrounding group of newspaper re- | 
porters and photographers. 

“Good-by, dear,” he said, as he 
kissed his wife, and then strode | 
through the doors that opened after a 
moments wait. He carried only a 
small suitcase, lightly packed. 

Walking to the inner end of the re- 
ceiving hall, Lloyd stood waiting to be 
assigned the cell in which he was to 
spend the night. When his quarters 
had been allocated, he picked up his 
suitcase, followed the warden, ahd was 
lost to View. 


Club Women Present. 

Among the witnesses to the sur- 
render were members of the Woman's 
club of Joliet, who were listening to 
the proceedings at a mecting of the 
parole board. They crowced out of 
the room where the board was in ses- 
sion to view the spectacle of a mil 
lionaire surrendering himself. 

Robert Wilson Jr. was used as a de- 
coy for the photographers, and when 
he approached the gates a moment be- 
fore Lloyd appeared the newspaper 
camera men “shot” him. Discovering 
their mistake, the flashlights boomed 
and flashed again as some one cried, 
“Here he comes!” 


Permanent Cell Today. 

The cell to which Mr. Lloyd was as- 
signed is a detention cell, the prison | 
authorities said, and will be his quar- | 
ters only temporarily. They also stat- 
ed that his photograph and Bertillon 
measurements would not be taken until 
today, when he will also be given his 
prison suit and outfit, 

According to the warden, it is prob- 
able that Mr. Lloyd, a Harvard gradu- 
ate, will be assigned as a teacher in 
the prison school. 

Mr. Lieyd’s surrender last night 
made good his promise given Saturday 
to a reporter, when he said he would 
give himself up by Thursday night. 

Thirteen of the radicals convicted 
with the millionaire surrendered them- 
selves in the office of the chief bailiff 
in the Criminal courts building Mon- 
day. Six were sent to Joliet prison, 
the other seven being taken to the 
county jail.

MINORITY 
REPRESENTATION. 


The proposed new constitution would abolish 
minority representation in the house of representa- 
tives of. the state legislature. There are now fifty- 
one senatorial districts, which elect three repre 
sentatives every two years and one senator every 
four years. Under the proposed constitution there 
would be 153 representative districts, each electing 
a member of tlie house of representatives, and 
fifty-seven senatorial districts, each electing a sen- 
ator. Chicago, with about half the population of 
the state, is limited to nineteen seats in the senate, 
to one · third of the membership. 

In the present system each voter has three votes 
for members of the house of representatives from 
his district. He may distribute them as he pleaser. 
He may give all three to one candidate or one and 
a half to two or one each to three. 
wen the present constitution was framed, soon 
after the ¢ivil war, men thought of state and local 
politics and government almost exclustvely in terms 
of parties, Now in the legislature good citizenship 
hardly inquires what the party affiliation of a mem- 
ber is. The legislature divides on issues irrespec- 
tive of politics... Political complications may arise. 
in which party strength counts, but It is recognized 
that the good of the state depends on the character 
and not the party of the legislator. 

The feeling in 1876 was different. It was thought 
that the good ot the state required a guaranty that 
the minority iMirty: should hape a suitable repre- 
sentation in thé house of representatives. Without 
a guaranty the minority party might be denied a 
voice in legislation, and that would mean that the 
citizens of the minority party would be unrepre- 
sented. Te men thinking wholly along party lines 
this approximated a denial of rights and was un- 

Consequently to protect the minority the voter 
was given threo votes. If the Democrats were 
weak in a district they could concentrate on one 
candidate and be fairly certain to send him to 
Springfield as one of the three representatives. 

‘The possibiiity of abuse in this protection given 
minorities was quickly seen and quickly realized. 
It almost took the control of the legislature away 
from the people. For twenty, thirty, or more years 
the house of representatives in considerable part 
received its membership by political appointment 
and not by vad election. Ra 

Interperty agreements ‘limited the choice-of the 
voters in many districts. In some elections the 
larger part of the membership was known in ad- 
vance of the election. The Republican boss of a 
district would nominate two men.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 21.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press. I— The bandit army of 
- Honan province, 30,000 strong, which 
has kidnaped a aumber of foreign mis- 
sionaries recently, is laying waste a 
path six miles wide across the prov- 
ince, burning every city, town and 
farmhouse in its line of march and 
leaving its trail strewn with dead bod- 
ies, according to a letter received here 
from H. E. Ledgard, an English mis- 
’ sionary who escaped. 

Carry Women Away. 

“The bandit army,” said Ledgard's 
letter, “is made up mostly of disband- 
ed troops, the majority of them well 
mounted and well armed. .It totals 
probably 30,000 men. 

“They march over the countryside 
spread across a route six miles wide, 
lighting their way at night by burning 
farmhouses. Every city and town 
through which they pass is burned 
and looted. Thousands of men, women 
and children are being carried away. 
Some of these have been ransomed, 
but many have been cruelly shot. Our 
road was strewn with bodies. 

“On Nov. 10 the bandits encoun- 
tered and overawed a force of. gov- 
ernment troops near Chumatien. 

At the time I made my escape the 
bandits were holding captive six for- 
eign adults and one child, seven in 
all, of whom four were Americans, two 

French, and one an Italian 


Mr. Ledgard's letter, written from 
Yencheng, province of Honan, describ- 
ing his experiences, said: 

“Early on the morning of Oct. 28 
I was awakened by rifle firing near by. 
The doors of our house were burst in, 
and a band of outlaws with rifles lev- 
eled took possession of our home. They 
helped themselves to everything, even 
my wife’s wedding ring, remaining all 
that day and part of the following. 

“They compelled my wife to play

Balladist Sings in 
Many Languages; 
Wins High Favor

Isa Kremer, who is advertised as an 
“international balladist,” made her 
first appearance in Chicago at Orches- 
tra hall last night. The qualifying 
noun would seem to mean that she 
sings the songs of many nations in the 
tongue of each. Questions of definition 
apart, she is an uncommonly interest- 
ing artist. : 

She is a small person but a good 
deal of a personality, compounded of 
flashing eyes and teeth, rolling R's. 
and singing and acting ability. One 
infers that English has been the latest 
addition to her international vocabu- 
lary, and this addition is not complete 
as merely approximate. But 
you can follow her through Russian. 
French, Italian, and Yiddish, or if you 
are content to follow at the distance 
imposed by a descriptive synopsis of 
her texts, you will find something to 
interest you. To those who regard 
command of foreign languages as the 
sign of superior culture, Miss Kremer 
must be one of the world’s wonders. 

Her voice ranges from a deep con- 
tralto to a high mezzo, and she uses 
it quite as much for acting as singing 
purposes. Once or twice she indicated 
an ability to sing in the conventional 
sense rather well, but mostly her voice 
wae used for projecting texts—in mel- 
ody, of course, but with the word 
values uppermost. She evidently has 
an acute sense of showmanship, for 
she varied the mood of her somgs con 
stantly. Once it was a song of mourn- 
ful farewell, then a serenade, again the 
experience of a girl reading a letter 
and learning that her lover had been 
lost in battle, or, and this was utterly 
charming. a bit of a French cradle 
song, with the child finally dropping 
off to sleep and the singer stealing 


away on tiptoe. She will come here 


again next month.
